and both kidnapers slugged him 
over the head about the same time, 
he said.

LAW IS ARGUED 


Agree That Welfare Of 


City Should Guide 


Council Action. 


Opponents and supporter's of re- 
stricted night parking of automo- 
biles 
in the 
congested district, 
afreed at a hearing Wednesday 
afternoon before the city council, 
that the only question for the coun- 
cil to consider in reaching a deci- 
sion on whether to enact such, legis- 
lation, is the welfaie of the city as 
»-}whole. 
Supporters of the proposal argued 
that to limit parking between 1 and 
5 o'clock in the morning will lessen 
fire and police hazards, lessen ex- 
penses of those departments, and 
make a more beautiful city because 
the streets will be much cleaner 
than under present conditions Ho- 
telmen who oppose the restriction 
declare that the law will "hold the 
city up to even greater ridicule than 
being called the 'holy city'" "Busi- 
ness will be drvien away. Instead of 
stopping here overnight, our guests 
will go to nearby cities where they 
can leave their cars stand out all 
night, if they wish " 
Jonn J. Ledwmt spoke for himself 
as an apartment house owner, and 
for the Eppley Hotels Co W I. 
Aitken represented a group of prop- 
erty owners and garagemen, and P 
D. Eager as a garageman with 
heavy investments in hotels Man- 
agers of the Eppley hotels here also 
spoke 


"I am interested from the stand- 
point of prosperity, wmch lies in 
the path of progress, and not the 
road of the cave man.' Mr. Eager 
said 
"I have observed restricted 
night partung elsewhere, and as it 
has beautified Colorado Springs, so 
will it beautify Lincoln The plan 
is in line with every act of the fed- 
eral government in its effort 
to 


bring back prosperity " 


Recalls Sewer Fight. 


Progressive legislation has always 
been met with a storm of protests, 
Mr. Eager declared, refernng to the 
time sanitary sewer and sign regu- 
lations were enacted "As soon as 
the laws were passed the objections 
subsided, and now we would not re- 
peal them under any condition," he 
said. He said also that stnngent 
parking regulations for the streets 
around the capitol should be en- 
acted, declaring "why should we 
wait until someone is killed before

Mr Aitken also contended that 
restricted parking will reduce police. 
fire and street department expenses 
It will eliminate invivations to theft 
aid m fighting fires to say noth- 
ing of increasing the cleanlinesr of 
the streets 
Mr 
Ledwith said the council 
should not be guided by arguments 
of the hotel operator or garagemen, 
"as they are wholly selfish " 
"Consider this matter 
from a 


standpoint of the city as a whole," 
he urged 
If you enact these regu- 


lations vou will hold the city up to 
ridicule worse than that to which 
we are now subjected The Omaha 
city council Monday refused to pass 
similar legislation, and other cities 
also have turned it down " 
The hotel managers told how 


similar laws have worked in other 
cities. Without exception they have 
always been repealed after a short 
trial, they said, adding that if the 
restrictions are made effective here 
tdey will work a hardship on more 
Nebraska visitors to Lincoln than 
traveling men 
M T Caster spoke in favor of

Thomas Satisfied 
/ 


Inflation on Way 


Senator Believes Nation 


Headed Out of Eco- 
nomic Difficulties. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—(IP)—The 


senator who has called loudest and 
longest 
for 
inflation—Thomas of 


Oklahoma—is satisfied it is on the 
way, and believes the nation is now 
headed out of Its economic difficul- 
ties. 


The silver-haired democrat said 


today his job was done, that all the 
Inflationary 
legislation 
necessary 


was on the statute books and that it 
was now up to President Roosevelt 
to see it through 


At tre same time, Thomas ex- 
pressed the view that it may not be 
necessary for the president to take 
any further inflationary steps than 
those already taken, that no further 
expansion of the currency may be 
necessary. 


He said the inflationary move- 


ment was under way, that 
money 


had been cheapened, that there had 
been some increase in the currency 
actually in use, and that the move- 
ment might carry itself from now 
on. 


President Has Power. 


But. he added, "the president nas 
the power to go ahead and I 
am 
sure he will as fast as it is desirable 
and wise " 


It remains to be seen Thomas 
said, whether any further inflation- 
ary action must be taken by vhe 
government, adding that "if 
we 


come to a period of stagnation, the 
steps should be taken to keep us 
going " 


At the same time Thomas hit at 
two frequently mentioned objections 
against inflation—that once started 
it cannot be controlled, and that it 
works great hardship on the salar- 
ied class and wage earners 


The president, he said, has ample 
power to control the movement and 
stop it when necessary

justment of automobile brakes and 
lights contemplated in an ordinance 
pending in the city council drew 
both praise and criticism at a public 
hearing 
in the council chamber 


Wednesday afternoon. 


At least 150 persons attended, and 


because of the number who wanted 
to discuss the measure each speaker 
was limited to five minutes Later 
this was reduced to two minutes 


Prom the start it was appaient 
that many of the speakers were not 
familiar with the provisions of the 
ordinance, and the brake and light 
features were read by Deputy City 
Attorney Chapman, who prepared it 


Attack Constitutionality. 


Opposition to the measure cen- 


tered on attacks concerning its con- 
stitutionality, alleged lack of en- 
forcement of the present municipal 
statutes, and charges of a "garage- 
men s racket that can be prevented 
only by the inspections being made 
by the police department with city- 
owned equipment" Although there 
were a few who opposed a proposed 
fee of 25 cents the concensus was 
that the charge is necessary 


Critics of the measure also con- 


tended that a large majority of ac- 
cidents 
are caused 
by care'ess 


drivers and speeders rather than be- 
cause of defective brake or light 
equipment 


Notwithstanding there were fre- 


quent sharp 
clashes, the hearing 


was free from personalities, and the 
dabate was carried off in good spirit 
At one time the opposition caused 
.-upporteis of the proposal some em- 
barrassment, when the latter were 
forced to admit they do not have 
authentic figures on the causes of 
accidents. 


Messing Questions Authority. 
J. C Messing said he opposed the 


ordinance because the council has 
no authority to pass it. "It would 
be unconstitutional 
Not even the 


state legislature has authority to 
pass such a law," he contended. 
"The citj cannot legally enact legis- 
lation which inflicts \ipt>n the peo- 
ple of the city restrictions that are 
not imposed upon the non-resident 
and the legislature lacks the author- 
ity because it cannot dictate to the 
public the condition in which a ma- 
chine must be kept to operate it" 


John J Ledwith, W I Aitken and 


V C Hill disputed Mr. Messing's 
statements 
Mr Ledwith and Mr. 


Aitken both attorneys, supporting 
the proposed law, said they have no 
fear as to its constitutionality. Hill 
said a similar law in Pennsylvania 
ha* withstood 
the test of hieh 
courts. 


Principal causes of accidents Mr 


Messing charged, are the "half 
drunk or careless drivers, and the 
many who 
do not know how to 


drive ' He said the proper procedure 
is to wait until accidents have 
shown that brakes are faulty Upon 
the request of Mayor Fleming he 
said he will submit to the council 
his idea as to what kind of law 
should be passed 


George Mason spoke against Jevy- 
ig more taxes on the automobile 
owner. 
Prof 
L. E. Aylesworth 


charged that the police cannot en- 
force the present laws, "notwith- 
standing the force was never 
as 


large or as well equipped as now. 
Why set up more regulations? En- 
act laws that are not held in con- 
tempt by the people and the police 
and there will not be much trouble " 
he said. 
< 


Kier Says City Law Needed. 


When it was suggested that a city 
ordinance was not needed because 
there is a state law regulating lights 
it was explained by City Attorney 
Max Kier, that prosecutions under 
the state law cannot b» bre'jght by 
the city. The city can prosecute only 
when the provisions of the state 
statutes are enacted into ordinances 
he said 


Pointing out that the trend in 


automobile manufacturing is "for 
speed and more speed." w. I Aitken 
said "the council must act to pre- 
vent accidents. 
They cannot be 


stopped entirely, but they can be 
curtailed. This is why I endorse the 
proposed law." 


W W. Weaver also approved com- 
pulsory testing, but believed the in- 
spections should be made by city 
authorities, and the car owner per- 
mitted to have adjustments made 
wherever he pleases. 


That can be done under the pro- 


posed ordinance. 
Howard 
Britt, 


garageman answered "There is not 
a thing in the measure that says 
adjusting must be done at a shop 
where inspections are made," 
he 
said. 


Answering demands for city in- 
spections. C. E. Reilly, a member of 
the comittee for the prevention of 
accidents said. "Demands of that 
kind are just as ridiculous as to ask 
the city to start selling sugar be- 
cause you believe your grocer is a 
cheat." Gives Tag Statistics. 


When Rue Anton asked for sta- 
tistics on the number of cars that 
had been tagged because of defec- 
tive lights during the past year, 
Paul Shively. police traffic captain, 
said "550 in January, and the num- 
ber will average that throughout the 
year. 


M. T. Caster declared that the or- 
dinance is progressive and "all for- 
ward legislation always meets with 
opposition" He said that a city- 
owned traffic lane cannot handle all 
of the cars that will have to be 
tested. To install the equipment 
and do the testing will also increase 
police department 
expenses, 
he 


said"It seems to me that the only 
war to solve the problem 
as 
for 


everr autmobile owner to sign a 
pledge not to violate any traffic 
law. or intercede 
for any person 


who has" Mayor Fleming declared 
as he dosed the bearing.

tain mental and physical vigor late 
in life.

Clemenceau, worth all the others 
put together, were old. 


The Paris riots represent a com- 


bined effort of communists and roy- 
alists, and the communists, if they 
succeeded, 
would decapitate 
the 


royalists, and the royalists would do 
as much for the communists, if the 
royalists succeeded.

Due 
de 


Guise, who thinks he ought to be 
king of France, rather thoughtful, 
when he observes the noting in the 
Place de la Concorde 
It was on 


that fine square that the futile Loms 
Sixteenth was guillotined, not so 
long ago. 


The Due de Guise, who calls him- 


self "the heir of forty kings who 
in a thousand years made France' 
should remember that he French 
people had also something to do 
with making France 
It wasnt all 


done by kings 
Also it took the 
French people a good deal less than 
forty seconds to get rid of the 
king that had made Prance. 


We don't yet know in this coun- 


try that our dollar is only worth 
fifty-nine cents, but Europe knov/s 
it 
The gold franc worth about 


380 cents when the dollar was a 
gold dollar, is worth today 6 37 cents 
in paper 
dollars. 
Something

men in Wall street Wednesday and 
stocks dropped

violently 


They will go back again. 
The cheaper dollar means a bet- 


ter price for the stocks, real estate 
and everything else with real value 
While the dollar changes its value 
be fiat the other things do not 
change their value.

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KANSAS TO TAX 
OUTSIDE TRUCKS 


Cannot Waive Port Of 


Entry, Ton-Mileage 


Laws. 


TOPEKA. Kas.. Feb. 7—W>—Rep- 


resentatives of Nebraska state de- 
partments and truckers proposed 
Wednesday to Kansas officials a 
lull reciprocal agreement between 
the two states, so that trucks from 
one could pass freely into the other 
but were informed Kansas statutes 
made such a pact virtually impos- 
sible. 
Negotiations, however, re- 


mained open and plans were made 
for a meeting Friday with Governor 
Landon after the Nebraskans sug- 
gested an executive order might sur- 
mount the difficulty. 


A. C. Tilley of the NebraskA de- 


partment of roads suggested that all 
Nebraska trucks, provided they had 
compiled with Nebraska laws be al- 
lowed free and unmolested entry 
into Kansas, and that Kansas trucks 
be given the same privilege hi Ne- 
braska 
Carl Newcomer. Kansas vehicle 


commissioner, explained, however, 
that while the state could enter into 
such an agreement as far as license 
tags are concerned it would be im- 
possible to waive the port of entry 
or ton mileage statutes. 
The port of entry law requires all 


trucks entering the state to pass 
through ports of entry for clearance. 
If regularly licensed with the state 
corporation commission under the 
carrier registration law, the vehicles 
are held but a short time. Floyd 
Shields attorney for the motor car- 
rier department, said, probably not 
more than a few minutes. If not 
registered, however drivers are re- 
quired to give detailed information 
and pay a certain fee for use of the 
state highway in lieu of the state 
ton-mileage tax imposed on licensed 
carriers. 
Shields said Tilley suggested the 
Kansas executive might have au- 
thority to waive statutes for such 
an agreement. He said, however, he 
doubted this could be done.

"It is not the youth of today 


that is on the wrong path, but it 
is the middle aged class that is 
muddled." Dr. Richard C. Raines 
told an audience of more than 350 
Wesleyan university students 
at 


Huntmgton hall Wednesday eve- 
ning. 


Dr. Raines, who is pastor of Hen- 


nepln Avenue M. E. church in 
Minneapolis, Minn., continued, "The 
youth are used to the tumultuous 
age in which they are living, while 
the older people who are so alarmed 
are those who haven't become ac- 
customed to the changes from the 
quiet age in which they were 
reared. 


"The pictures which we build in 


our minds by association may either 
limit our progress, or send us for- 
ward in the world, depending upon 
the kind of pictures which we col- 
lect," he said. "Pictures of honor, 
honesty, integrity, and helpfulness 
will carry us along in the world 
better than any other kind.' 


Dr. Raines told the students that 


there is only one way to get rid of 
the bad pictures, once they are 
placed in the mind, "That is by 
putting the opposite, and the bet- 
ter picture on the back of the 
wrong, through the changing of 
our actions and our behavior."

Reputed to have branches in

ent of paroles, specialized in supply- 
ing young girls for disorderly houses 
in the negro and Chinese districts 
of Chicago. 
Assistant State's Attorney Julius 


Sherwin, investigating the case, said 
more than 40 girls had been induced 
to escape from the Geneva institu- 
tion, only to find themselves in the 
hands of white slavers. 


26 Taken in Raid. 


The arrests were made In a raid 
last night on a hotel here. Six of 
the 26 prisoners taken in the raid 
recently escaped from the home for 
wayward girls, authorities said. 
Sherwin accredited the knowledge 


of operation of the ring to a story 
told to Chicago police by a girl who 
Sherwin said had been marked for 
death by a member of the gang who 
feared she was going to "talk." After 
escaping from a vice den at Su- 
perior, Wis., Sherwin said, she came 
to Chicago and told her story. 


A policeman who was

Through Trade Revival 


Maly Discusses interrelation 
of 


Credit and Business Before 


Co-op Club. 


"We must get trade started again, 


if the economic stream of the na- 
tion is to flow on," Stanley Maly, 
vice president of the First National 
bank, told • members of the 
Co- 


operative club at the chamber of 
commerce Thursday noon. "There 
can be no trade without credit and 
no credit without trade, and the 
place to start is to get trade going 
again." 
"Our recovery can only be made 


through profits." Mr. Maly declared. 
"Profits by the farmer, the In- 
dustrialist and the businessman are 
the only means we have of creating 
new capital, and profits depend en- 
tirely upon trade. Therefore 
the 


problem is to get trade going again. 


"The 
breakdown of trade is 


caused by the breakdown of credit 
facilities, not by the lack of cash 
or money. Prior to 1929 world trade 
totalled about 69 billions of dollars. 
Last year it was less than 23 bil- 
lions. Prior to 1929, our exports 
amounted to about 10 billions of 
dollars. Last year they totalled only 
two billions. Of the total exports. 
35 per cent were farm products 
and now most of that 35 per cent 
remains 
here, causing 
what 
is 


known 
as over-production, 
and 


freezing up trade and credit. 
"Under the new deal, Russia has 


been recognized in an' effort to 
create a new trade field. But 
credit will have to be granted, be- 
cause trade always follows credit 
and the two are closely inter-re- 
lated," Mr. Maly said. 


Japanese Minister 


Driven From 
Office 


TOKYO, Feb. 8 — (IP) — Charges 
that he condoned an example of 
disloyalty to the throne occurring 
six centuries ago drove Baron Ku- 
mafachi Nakajima from the office 
of minister of commerce and Indus- 
try today. 
His resignation was accepted by 


Premier Saito, who immediately 
named Joji Matsumoto to succeed 
him. 


A decade ago, Nakajima wrote an 


article praising the Shogun. Tak- 
auji Ashikaga, who in 1337 de- 
throned Emperor Godaigo and en- 
throned his own candidate. As a 
result, he is rated as the blackest 
example to the throne in Japanese 
history.

Property Pays Too 


Much. 


OMAHA, Feb. 8—<*)—C. A. Sor- 


ensen, former 
Nebraska 
attorney 


general, In an address 
delivered 


here today before the annual con- 
vention of the 
Nebraska 
Retail 


Hardware association called upon 
candidates for the legislature and 
governor to endorse legislation, "by 
which the taxes on farm and city 
real estate may be radically reduced

Sorensen said it "is only fair" 


that the basis for taxation be a 
man's ability to pay rather than 
the amount of visible property he 
may have on April 1 each year.

Your Income Tax 


Gross and Net Income. 


Two of the terms used in the in- 


come tax law, namely, "gross in- 
come" and "net income," should 
be noted particularly, inasmuch as 
they are vitally important to the 
whole subject of the income tax. 


Gross income includes in general 


all Income from any source what- 
ever, unless exempt from tax by 
law. Net income upon which the 
tax is assessed is gross income less 
the deductions allowed 
by 
law. 


Such deductions include business 
and professional expenses, such as 
salaries, pensions and bonuses to 
employees, taxes, losses, interest 
paid, bad debts, depreciation, de- 
pletion, contributions, etc. Failure 
to understand deductions against 
gross income and credits against 
net income has resulted in numer- 
ous errors on the part of 
tax- 


payers. 


Having1 arrived at the net In- 


come, the next step is to deduct 
the personal exemption—$1,000 for 
single persons, $2,500 for married 
persons living together and heads 
of families, and the $400 credit for 
each dependent, etc. The normal 
tax is computed on the remainder 
at the rate of 4 percent on the first 
$4,000 and 8 percent on the bal- 
ance.

nesses. He previously has used the 
senate floor to assail some practices 
under NRA codes. 


"Any scheme," he said, "which 


does not protect 
the 
individual 


citizen from unjust charges and 
prices, which fails to insure him 
economic justice, and which fails to 
give small and independent busi- 
ness a fair chance in the struggle 
for existence is a libel upon govern- 
ment a trevestv UDon justice, and 
a brutal, indefensible system, re- 
gardless of whether you call it new 
freedom, old freedom, rugged in- 
dividualism, or planned industrial- 
ism.'

He sued for $17,500. 
In reversng and dismissing the 


suit, the Supreme court held that, as 
a general principle, it is negligence 
for a motorist to drive a motor ve- 
hicle on a public highway at sucn 
a rate of speed that it cannot be 
stopped or turned aside in time to 
avoid 
an 
obstruction discernable 


within the range of his visions. 
The collision occurred at the top 


of a hill, the maintainer being on 
the same side of the road as young 
Most's motorcycle. In its opinion, 
the Supreme court held that it is the 
duty of the county to keep country 
roads in repair and for that pur- 
pose load tractors and maintainers 
may be operated on the left hand 
side of a road in the face of traf- 
fic when necessary. 
In a Douglas county case-, the Su- 


preme court held that Prank and 
Barbara Denoff were not entitled 
to a trust fund clam on a $1,500 
cashier's check from the failed South 
Omaha State bank and reversed the 
District court's judgment in their 
favor. 
In another Douglas county case,

Ruhr districts. 
Writing in the newspaper 
Deutsche Zcitung, he

that the country has at least 600 
children of negro fathers—French 
colonial soldiers stationed in the 
two districts during the war. 
Their mothers, he 
added, still 


live in the districts invaded. 
Sterilization is needed for the 


protection of the children them- 
selves, Schroeder 
contended.

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FRENCH BUREAUCRACY. 
|OW much or how little a part French bureau- 


cracy has played in bringing on a crisis in gov- 


ernmental affairs solely is a matter of conjecture, 
and yet, the evidence seems reasonably clear. 


In one of the dispatches this peculiar anomaly ap- 


pears: 


j"Public bitterness accumulated against high taxe&, 


increased when Chautemps shoved through his bud- 
get balancing program. This involved reductions in 
the pay of thousands of government employes and 
tpey gave vent to anger. In northern France and the 
great coal mining district, there were numerous dem- 
onstrations for 
unemployment. Miners marched 


shouting 'We -Kf.r.i work and bread.' Peasants and 
unemployed factory workers stormed the adminis- 
trative head of their regions demanding a fair price 
for their products." 
.France has had until 1920 a 
frugal, economical 


government, but from then on its burden has been 
increasing by the addition of hundreds of thousands 
of job holders to the payroll. Even then, it might 
have borne the burden, except for the fact that it 
undertook even more lavish expenditures for military 
purposes. Between the two, the tax payer found it 
impossible to carry the load and a few months ago 
he was shouting lustily. And then, when the 
Chautemps government undertook to lighten taxes by 
wholesale dismissals of governmental employes and 
by- drastic reductions in salaries, the 
office holding 


class turned upon the cabinet and was a very for- 
midable factor in the recent disturbances. 


Actually, French bureaucracy attained greater pro- 


portions than in any other country, and was a mat- 
ter of real alarm. 


This is precisely the situation in much modified 


form which confronts Mr. Roosevelt. He has set his 
heart upon balancing the budget. He has a much 
richer country with a much greater income, and the 
per capita burden even at its worst is not nearly so 
aggravating as it has been in France. But Mr. 
Roosevelt's few differences with congress have arisen 
from two sources—one, a controversy over patron- 
age, always more or less in the foreground; 
and 


second,- the activity of congressional leaders insist- 
ent upon appropriating much larger sums for relief 
than the president contemplates. 


The choice has been clear in nearly every case. 


Upon private industry responsibility rests for pro- 
viding opportunities for men to support their families 
in decency, and if industry falls to do that,, then the 
alternative is that government will do it. That is 
what Mr. Roosevelt seeks to avoid, although those 
who do criticise him suggest he is endeavoring to 
build a Sovietized state in America. 


Great Britain made the choice deliberately some 


years ago with the dole, which increased from a 
paltry 58 millions in 1910 to more than $1,500,000.000 
in 1933. France chose the path of loading up pay 
rolls, until the government had the greatest office 
holding class in lr"?n™ uistory. Here we have been 
more fortunate, but what has happened abroad will 
occur in America, unless private industry realizes its 
full responsibility. 


Men will not continue to remain in idleness while 


their families experience suffering. There has been 
a very appreciable improvement in business condi- 
tions. The volume of trade is much larger, prices of 
commodities are advancing, 
the 
opportunities for 


profitable operation are more promising. Private in- 
dustry, to avoid a bureaucracy which would wreck it 
through the sheer weight of expense, must make its 
plans to absorb millions of men. It has been coast- 
ing along naturally, while conditions were unsettled 
and disturbing. But it must have some faith in the 
future: it must show a willingness to gamble upon 
the future of the country and the future of business, 
and it must be prepared to move forward. The per- 
petuity of representative and of democratic govern- 
ment rests upon avoidance of dictatorship or com- 
munism. France has ridden close to the brink of 
the precipice and at any time may topple over into 
a, dictatorship. And one of the fundamental factors 
in brining this about has been a mushroom growth 
of bureaucracv. 


nishes a very excellent straw as to whlclj way the 
wind is blowing. During one of his recent discourses, 
Mr. Tugwell was unwise enough and 
unfortunate 


enough to say "the private ownership of land has 
never been successful." 


Perhaps Mr. Tugwcll did not feel the 
scorching 


blast which went up through the corn belt, but if he 
did not, it was only because he is so far removed. 
Secretary Wallace himself never was strongly com- 
mitted to the idea of cumpulsory reduction. While 
there Is no evidence, the facts would seem to point 
to Mr. Tugwell as the principal advocate of such a 
plan. And while Secretary Wallace blows cold, and 
the president himself is even more opposed to com- 
pulsion, there is very little thought that Mr. Tugwell's 
theories of slashing acreage will have weight. 
It 


goes without saying that a compulsory reduction is in 
reality interference with the private ownership of 
land. That it could be done under the broad police 
powers of the state can not 
be questioned. But 


whether it should be done is something else again, 
and to all intents and purposes, the administration 
has come to the wise conclusion it will not ride too 
hard. 


RAILROAD OPTIMISM. 


C 


HEERING indeed is the report that the Union 


Pacific railroad is soon to put 3,000 men to work 


in the maintenance of way department. Nor is the 
announcement at all surprising, for it is well known 
that during the depression the forces in this depart- 
ment of the railroads, as well as in most others, 
were reduced to the minimum. At intervals addi- 
tional men were hired for limited periods, in order 
that the roadbeds might not be allowed to become 
too badly run down. 


In spite of this patching up, however, none of the 


roads can be in that condition in which they were 
maintained during those prosperous times when 
business was good and traffic was heavy. Now dif- 
ferent factors are contributing to the intent of the 
carriers to place their roadbeds in the best possible 
condition. One of these is of course the desire to as 
greatly as possible increase the purchasing power ot 
the country, and thereby enhance their own earn- 
ings. 


A prime incentive, however, is the big increase in 


traffic during recent months, which there is every 
reason to 
believe will 
continue indefinitely and 


steadily grow greater. To handle this with the great- 
est facility and safety 
requires that tracks 
and 


equipment be in the best possible condition. 


Another reason for the track work is the new 


streamline, lightweight train which the Union Pa- 
cific will put into operation within a short time. This 
.s expected to develop a speed of ninety to 110 miles 
per hour, and it is unnecessary to state that noth- 
ng can be out of order with a tram flashing along at 
such velocity. 


In no line of business has there been a greater re- 


cent recovery than with the railroads, and in no 
other line has a greater spirit of optimism 
been 


shown. The managers of different roads have been 
placing orders for locomotives, cars and rails, indi- 
cating that they have the utmost confidence in the 
uture, To fill these orders will require the em- 
ployment of thousands of workers, all of whom will 
obtain most of their food from the great Mississippi 
basin.

against the student council, which was created for 
the sole purpose of providing a larger measure of 
self-government for the students. The ideal was 
fine, but the Nebraskan editor observes that in ac- 
tual practice it did not work out according to spe- 
cifications, but in fact, has become saturated with 
politics of the most petty and trivial type. Whether 
the charges are merited or not, they demand and 
deserve attention. The student council, if it func- 
tions properly, can be of infinite value to a student 
body as large as the one at the University of Ne- 
braska. If it does not operate as it should, the rea- 
son should be uncovered and steps taken either to 
correct the cause or to abolish the council. 


The university, it need not be pointed out, is the 


proving ground in the molding of character. It is 
a period more or less free from responsibility, more 
or less filled with unrealistic influences, 
but 
the 


young men and the young women come through in 
encouraging fashion. A vigorous policy of bringing 
to light the- objectional features of student policy is, 
altogether, a worthy and commendable cause.

ONE WAY FOREIGN TRADE. 


WjIROM Buenos Aires word comes that Argentina 
m: has concluded there is no permanent one way 
traffic in trade. As a result, the government of the 
Argentine is represented as anxious to reduce tariff 
duties and to enter into regional trade agreements 
with other countries. While better than nothing at 
all. these reciprocal trading agreements contain a 
threat to peace. They are certain in the long run 
to stir up national enmity between favored and un- 
favored countries. 


But it is encouraging to note nations are beginning 


to realize the futility and danger of the extreme pro- 
grams of isolation and nationalism put into effect a 
few years ago. It means the world is discovering the 
close relationship between all countries and the in- 
terdependence in an economic sense of nations. 


Not until Britain negotiated 
with her main 


colonies, however, was there a policy of favoring some 
and discriminating against others. Whatever was 
built in the form of tariff barriers was applied gen- 
erally and to all. The United States established the 
precedent for reciprocal trading agreements, just as 
she inspired the tariff war. 


Before long, it is to be hoped, there wiU be general 


consideration of tariff barriers the world over. The 
tide which was nsing until recently ran toward na- 
tionalism. The news from Argentina and from other 
South American countries, as well as from sections of 
Europe, denotes a change of heart. It had to come, 
unless countries were willing to abide by the conse- 
quences of endeavoring to live entirely within them- 
selves. The effect of such a program on living stan- 
dards can be realized only dimly. But had it been 
pursued to the end. there are few nations which 
would not have undergone pradual disintegration.

None of 
the criticisms passed upon the abso- 
lutist objector weigh very heavily. 
We cannot say it would be disas- 
trous if all men acted as he does, 
for if all acted as he does there 
would be no more war. We cannot 
justly berate him for not patrioti- 
cally helping his country in the time 
of need, for he may be following 
the course which will some day at 
least be of the utmost good for his 
country. We cannot get far in call- 
ing him a man of one idea, for his 
idea certainly is exceedingly impor- 
tant."

it convened. 
You and I and everybody else are 


alike involved in this genera.l con- 
fusion. -But, led by President Roose- 
velt, the self reliance, courage and 
purposefulness 
of the 
American 


people rose to the occasion. You 
are probably aware of the stimulus 
which has been given to industry 
under the new order he has inaug- 
urated and upon which the whole of 
Europe is concentrating its 
eager 


interest at the present moment. 
I believes that our convalescence 


is well begun. But the sickness of 
industry and trade has been so se- 
vere that haphazard policies must 
be absolutely avoided lest we suf- 
fer a disastrous relapse. So let us 
be stout hearted and hold on. An- 
other day is about to break, and it 
will be all the brighter because of 
your long night of anxious vigil.

He showed up in Paris and got per- 
mission to organize the Bank of 
France. He, .soon found- it .safe to 
issue more notes than he had coin

His bank was a success and greatly 
France prospered, wnen urgtd by 
the duke of Orleans to issue more 
money he refused saying it would 
not be safe. Law was deposed from 
the bank and the duke issued more 
money. Things came about as Law 
had predicted and the crash came.

with the Hawkeyes." Whinnery's 
departure, it was admitted at Iow:a, 
represented a serious defection, as 
he was a freshman athlete of fin- 
promise, both in football and track. 


Now comes another development 


• at Iowa of special interest in the 
camp of the Cornhuskers. Sesco 
Asher, a Nebraska U. student uncil 
two years ago and a transfer to 
Iowa U. last September, likewise has 
turned his back on the Hawkeyes.

HAS GOLF CURE 


Three-Putting Ailment Is 


Mostly a Matter of 


Poor Approach. 


BY PAUL ZIMMERMAN. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 8—W—The 


golfer who finds himself consistent- 
y three-putting greens blames the 
wrong club most of the time, in the 
opinion of MacDonald Smith, one of 
tne game's best professional putters. 
"It isn't the putter," said the si- 


icnt Scot from Carnoustie, who was 
in one of his rare talkative moods. 


"You are not playing as conserva- 


tive a game as you used to play," he 
was accused. "You're going lor those 
birdies and eagles on those putts 
more than ever before.' 


The Scot dropped his cloak of 


silence. 
"Oh, no!" he said, and then 


repeated: "Oh, no! 


"When they're up there inside 15 


feet from the pin you can afford 
to go for those putts and it has been 
my luck, to have them up there this 
winter. When you are farther away 
you have to play the ball safe for a 
sure par." 
Blames Wrong Club. 


It was one of those 
moments 


when a "yes'1 or "no" and a nod 
of the head carried Smith on in his 
conversation. 
"The golfer who is three-putting 


is blaming the wrong club. Most of 
the time it isn't the fault of his 
putter. Generally, his approach shots 
are bad. When you are getting your 
seconds and thirds inside the 15- 
foot circle you can poke the ball into 
the cup. 
"Outside of that you have to hit 


the ball and it is a different stroke. 
There's a lot of difference in putting 
from 15 feet or less and from 30 
feet Something Like Billiard*. 


"Just like billiards. You play coax- 


ing shots a while and get the feel of 
the cue. Then you change and play 
tnree-cushions, where you have to 
hit the ball with a suiier stroke. 
Then switch back and try coaxing 
the ball for closeup shots again. You 
ind you've lost your touch. 


"The same goes for putting. Prom 


15 feet or less it is a coaxing stroke, 
where you have the 'feel' of your 
shots. Outside that circle it is a 
hitting stroke and you lose that real 
putting touch.

PARIS, Feb. 8—(AP)—Gaston 


Doumergue makes two sacrifices in 
becoming premier of Prance, but he 
has at least two compensations. 


He is a man without a fortune 


and his principles require him to 
resign from the lucrative director- 
ship of the Suez canal. 
This position, to which he was 
named only a year ago, was esti- 
mated to pay him between 200,000 
and 400,000 francs annually (ap- 
proximately $12,000 to $24,000.) 


He also will be forced to forego 


the life of peace, quiet and rest 
that he loves at 71 after having 
held office previously for 38 years. 
On the other hand, his compen- 
sations are the great honor of be- 
ing chosen as the savior of France 
in a dark hour and his pleasure at 
sharing this honor with his wife. 


Doumergue, who became the only 
Protestant and only bachelor pres- 
ident in France's history, was mar- 
ried immediately after his presi- 
dential term expired in 1931.

Pecora, committee counsel, and his 
staff. 


The 
committee chairman ex- 


plained the bill would be ready for 
introduction tomorrow in order that 
hearings .pould begin next Tues- 
day. 


Decision to 
include commodity 


exchanges was reached, Fletcher 
said, at a conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday, at which 
the chief executive gave the "go 
ahead" signal for 
stock 
market 


legislation this session. 


Says Time Ripe for Regulation. 
The president asked him, Fletcher 


said, if the country was ready for 
stock market regulation. 


The veteran senator said he re- 


plied that not only the country but 
the stock exchange iself was ready 
and that this was the best time to 
put it through. 


Fletcher indicated that the pro- 


visions of the' bill concerning stock 
exchanges were virtually completed 
and provided for licensing all ex 
changes and placing them under 
the supervision of the federal trade 
commission, 
which 
would 
have 


broad power to set up rules for 
trading. 


The bill contains a flat prohibi- 
tion against pool .operations, Flet- 
cher said. He said It also provided 
for a curb on marginal trading by 
requiring that such accounts must 
be covered by 50 per cent cash.
